hours. 
New Y ork , March 8 .—At 3 o’clock this 
morning th<>ro was no pore ptibla chang** 
in Mr. Beecher's condition. 
Th*1 family ha l 
retired to nut under the assurance of tho 
phy sician that there was little fear of an im­ 
mediate collapse. 
B rookly n, N. Y.t March 8 .—-Rov. Henry 
W anl Beecher's condition had not changed 
during Monday and Monduy evening. 
His 
life was slowly ebbing out, while his sor­ 
rowing family stood at piis bedside unablo to 
check tho flow. He was not conscious of 
tbeir grief, for he was m a state of coma. 
Friends passe 5 in and out of the silent house, 
over which hung a shadow of death, but tho 
once great mind knew nothing of the deep 
sy mpathy that was every where felt for him 
in his last hours on earth. 
Ho lay propped 
up in bed while his x ife and children flitted 
in and out of the room, nevor leaving him 
for more than a minute at a time. 
As they 
looked at the sad ravages mado by his short 
illness in his face, tears blinded their oy os, 
and for the time being they could not see the 
well-beloved features. Nobody who knew Mr. 
Beecher before the apoplectic fit seized him 
would have recognized him, dogreat had been 
tho change since Saturday morning. He had 
suffered terrible pain, which had left its 
marks upon his face and distorted his whole 
body . This to tho family was a great afflic­ 
tion, for thedy ing man had alway s ex pressed 
tho wish that he might die suddenly —die and 
Is* buried with the same general appearance 
m in life. 
On the street in front of tho house crowds 
gathered and anx iously watched the drawn 
curtains in Mr. Beecher’s chamber, as if they 
<' .111.11 them what was passing within. 
They M'arm d tho bulletins eagerly and 
closely qu* 
ioned tho policeman on duty in 
the vestibule. 
They gathered on the side- 
walk across the street and oil the street cor­ 
ners talking of the dy ing man. 
Ladies pre­ 
dominated in tho crowd, and many of them 
stood for hours on the other side of Hicks 
street, not mindful of the damp j avument. 
Thousands of other ladies passed tho house, 
in carriages and on foot, and all either 
stopped to read the bulletins or ask a few 
question*. 
Tears were in tho ey es of many 
of them, and they all gave a sigh of relief 
when they heard that tho end was not y et. 
Dr. Jacobs, chairman of the Jewish Min­ 
ister’s association, came down the steps ait r 
having spent about au hour in the house. “ I 
called to offer my condolence to the family ,” 
he said. 
“ I would like to have s?en Mr. 
Beecher, but that was impossible. 
The fam­ 
ily t« *!ls me that it is not the Mr. Beecher of 
old who is there. 
He is dead, and all that is 
left is a breathing piece of machinery .” 
Col. H ill ..am C. Beecher como out at li 
o’clock au 1 dropped a number of letters into 
the box on the corner. 
To tho reporters he 
said: 
“ My father is slowly dy ing. 
There is 
no hop* of his recover;, and wo are all try ­ 
ing to bear it as bravely as we can. 
My 
mother has r-« ga • d her self-control since 
.•»he 1 * a it-1 the end was inevitable. 
She is 
now trv mg to cheer us and help us to bear 
our grief. 
My brother Herbert telegraphed 
from i' rt Seattle, W. S., this morning and 
e.sk d about father. 
He wanted to know if 
is ought to ^turt for home at once.

Tlie C o n gregatio n al C lergy m en o f C hicago 
and 8 Ir. Ileecher. 
CmcAiiO, March 8 .—The Congregational 
clergy men of this city took rather ex traor­ 
dinary action regarding the illness of Henry 
Ward Beecher Monday at tbeir regular 
weekly meeting. 
A set of resolutions of con­ 
dolence was presented to tho meeting and 
caused a vigorous debate, tho m ajority of 
those present taking the ground that Mr. 
Beecher’s heterodox y in theology made it no 
part of the duty of the association to send its 
condolence.

that the 
men on certain trains will have sufficient 
time to sleep. 
It was reported here Monday 
afternoon that the firemen on the passenger 
trains not carry ing United States 
mail 
would be ordered out soon, providing no 
agreement with the railroad officials was re­ 
ceived. 
This report was confirmed by sev­ 
eral of the passenger train men who came 
down from Connellsville Monday . 
They 
have been 
waited upon 
by the brake- 
rnen’s committee, and as a last resort will be 
asked to abandon their trains. 
They say 
they will obey the orders of their brother­ 
hood. 
“ We will not allow any man on a mail 
train to stop,” said a member of the brother­ 
hood. 
“ Neither will we interfere with ac­ 
commodation trains, unless it becofoes neces­ 
sary to accomplish our ends. 
The sy mpathy 
of the public is now with us, and wo want to 
hold i t 
The men are overworked, and as a 
result numerous accidents have happened. 
Think of a fireman falling asleep in the cab 
while his engine is running, perhaps forty 
miles an hour, and 
a switchman on his feet 
almost dead for sleep. The fireman on the Mc­ 
Keesport accommodation is on duty from 8 
o’clock in the morning until t o’clock the 
nex t morning. 
Haven’t the men cause for 
dissatisfaction? I attended the meeting in 
Connellsville last night. 
The strikers there 
are a unit. 
The members of tho brother 
hood on the Lake Erie and Pennsy lvania 
lines tapping the coke regions are acting in 
perfect harmony . 
Not one ton of coke from 
the Baltimore <fc Ohio will be moved. 
Sev­ 
eral crews were sent up on the Lake Erie on 
Saturday . 
When the men found that the 
coke which they ex pected to move properly 
belonged to the Baltimore & Ohio road they 
roturned light.” 
The furnace people of the valley are well 
supplied with ore and coke, but as they will 
be unajjle to move freight cars it may be­ 
come necessary to “ bank up” all of the blast 
furnaces in tho valley if the strike is not set 
tied. 
Several of the mills and furnaces which 
receive their supply of coke from the Balti­ 
more & Ohio road are on the eve of shutting 
down. 
Moorhead’s mill and Carrie furnace 
will probably be compelled to closo soon for 
want of coke unless the strike is settled. This 
is the opinion of Col. J. M. Schoonmaker, 
who furnishes these ex tensive plants with 
coke. 
If it takes place at least 1,000 persons 
will bo thrown out of employ ment.

W as h in g ton C ity , March 
8 .—The su­ 
premo co urt o f the United States reco nvened 
Mo nday to co mplete the spring sessio n, 
which will adjo urn in May. 
A largo num­ 
ber o f decisio ns prepared during the mo nth’s 
v acation were rendered. 
The “ Drummers’ ” 
tax case, bro ught here* fro m the supreme 
co urt o f the state o f Tennessee, invo lving the 
right o f o ne state o r municipality to impo se 
* license tax upo n traveling salesmen fro m 
ano ther state seeking to sell go o ds by sample 
o r o therwise, was decided in favo r o f the 
plaintiff, Sabine Ro bbins. 
The decisio n o f 
the co urt is that such taxatio n is an inter­ 
ference with inter-state commerce, and there­ 
fo re unco nstitutio nal. 
A decision was renderel in the case of 
Thomas Baldwin, of California, in what is 
known as the “ Chinese” case. 
Baldwin was 
arrested and held as the leader of a party of 
white men who drov e out the Chinese from 
Nicolaus, Suter county , CaL, in February , 
188S. 
He first applied to the circuit court in 
California for release on a writ of habeas 
corpus. 
This was denied him, and he 
brought his case to the supreme court of the 
United State. 
Baldwin was charged under 
“ ku-klux ” conspiracy sections of the rev ised 
statutes with conspiring to depriv e persons 
of the equal protection of the laws, etc. 
The 
supreme court held that as these laws were 
not framed for the protection of Chinese, 
they are not applicable to Baldwin’s offense, 
and so the judgment of the California court 
is rev ersed with costs, and the cause re­ 
manded for further proceedings, in accord­ 
ance with this opinion. Chief J ustice Waite 
prepared the opinion of the court in this 
case, Justices Field and Harlan dissenting. 
The co urt also rendered a decisio n in the 
case o f the heirs o f Herman Speidel against 
Jaco b Henrlci, bro ught here o n appeal fro m 
the United States circuit co urt fo r the west­ 
ern district o f Pennsylvania, which brings 
to light an interesting sto ry. 
In 1801 Geo rge 
Rapp bro ught to this co untry fro m Wur- 
fcemburg 
abo ut 
fifty families 
and set- 
settled 
o n 
the 
banks 
o f 
the 
Ohio 
river, abo ut twenty miles fro m Pittsburg 
The co lo ny was kno wn as the “Harno ny 
Eco no mists,” and the to wn they fo unded was 
called Eco no my. 
Rapp no t o nly installed 
himself as leader, but info rmed his fo llo w­ 
ers that ho was their pro phet, and that they 
wo uld jeo pardize their salvatio n if they 
failed to turn all their pro perty o ver to the 
church—he being the self-same church. This 
was do ne, and then the self-made pro phet 
iisued ano ther edict fo rbidding any inter­ 
co urse o f 
the sexe« . 
Everything went 
smo o thly with the new co lo ny, and they 
flo urished and were apparently happy until 
I SGI, when o ne o f their number, Herman 
» Speidel, revo lted, went to Pittsburg and 
married, and it was to reco ver his po rtio n 
o f the wealth o f the “ Eeo no my” so ciety that 
his heirs bro ught suit. 
The pro perty in­ 
vo lved is valued at $30,000,000, and as o nly 
abo ut fifteen families remain, all are in af­ 
fluent circumstances. 
Henrici, the defend­ 
ant in this suit, is no vf 80 years o ld. .W ith­ 
o ut go ing into the merits o f the case, as to 
whether the so ciety was a pro per o ne o r no t, 
the co urt decided that the co mplainant, 
.Speidel, having allo wed his claim to sleep 
fo r half a century, the co urt must ho ld it to 
be a still claim. _________

The 
co mmissio ner, in 1S85, held th at these lands 
were exempted fro m the railro ad grant by 
reaso n o f having been embraced in an Indian 
reservatio n at date o f grant, and th at by the 
subsequent extinguishment o f the Indiau 
reservatio n the lands reverted to the public 
do main, and did no t inure to the railro ad 
co mpany.

POLISH THOROUGIILV. 
D uring the day polish thoroughly with 
b uffer—using ix iw’der occasionall}' on])’—and 
this is the time to clip off any hang nails or 
callous places with the scissors, and to re­ 
move loosi^ scraps of skin ab out the lower 
part of tlie iiaik 
Remove ex ’ery trace of 
po’pi’der h\’ a good scrub b ing w’ith the nail 
b rush. 
Before n» tiring, after washing the 
hands, ¡x ilish the nails quickly. 
This is 
enough to keep the nails in jierfect order, 
b ut emery |>aper and liquid to prevent 
b rittleness aix * nii-e addition.s to the toilet 
tal)le. 
Never scratio the nails in anywa3’, either 
inside or outride, and never clean them with 
shaip knife. 
I t will not b e nial aprojios, here and now, 
to sjieak of the care of the hands themselves. 
W e who m ust use the haix l w ater of our great 
lakes m ust give more thought and attention 
to this than any other women; b ut the use 
of washes and unguents for softening and 
whitening the skin, though some of them are 
pleasant and agreeab le, is as unnecessary as 
the much talked of oatm eal mittens.

gloves! 
Do not b uy cheap soap and do not use new 
soap. 
Old soap of good quality will last 
twice as long as the new and cheap, and wiU 
save many a box of vassUne « • bottle of 
gly cerine. The poor article Is sure to roughen 
and chafen the skin so that the use of an oU 
is necessary . 
A bottW of ammonia, a box of 
borax , a bottle of xaaeUne, a box of finely
